FINAL DEPOSITING OF NUCLEAR HASTE IN THE GOBI DESERT. FREMUTH 
HIMSELF PROMPTLY DENIED THIS IN A NEUE KRONEN-ZEITUNG INTERVIEW, 

IN HHICH HE CONFFIRMED THAT IT HAS ONLY A MEMORANDUM, A 
DECLARATION OF INTENT, THAT HAS CONCLÜDED IN BEIJING, WHICH 
LACKED ALL THE LEGAL ELEMENTS OF A FORMAL AGREEMENT. BUT APPARENTLY 
THESE REPORTS AND THE SUBSEQUENT BICKERING BETWEEN FREMUTH AND 
VICE CHANCELLOR STEGER OVER THIS ISSUE WERE ENOUGH TO AROUSE THE 
KREMLIN 'S DISTRUST. 

THE SOVIET FOREIGN MINISTRY MADE: INQUIRIES NOT ONLY AT THE
